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A note on the female of Diplocephalus 
protuberans (O.P.-C.)

In November 1974 specimens of Diplocephalus 
protuberans (O.P.-C.) were found in moss alongside a 
small stream at Ddol marl pit. Flints. (North Wales 
Naturalists’ Tmst reserve, Grid ref. SJ 142 714). 
Agyneta ramosa Jackson is also present in the same 
spot. 

As the epigyne of D. protuberans figured by 
Locket & Millidge (1953, p. 296, fig. 179 G) was 
possibly drawn from an old and faded specimen 
(there being little material available at that time), it 
was felt that a drawing taken from a fresh specimen 
(Fig. 1) would be helpful. Although this appears 



rather similar to the epigyne of Erigonella hiemalis 
(Bl.), consideration of other features (especially the 
eyes) makes confusion between the two species im¬ 
possible. 
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
